was indicated). After receiving this message, the undersigned left a telephone 
message with Mr. Falasco indicating that a response had been filed nearly one year 
ago along with a Petition to Revival. Copies of the Petition papers filed on October 
6, 2003 were later sent to Mr. Falasco via facsimile transmission on September 29, 
2004. No response was received from Mr. Falasco or the Patent Office until 
Applicant's received a Notice of Abandonment mailed November 1 1 , 2004 for failure 
to timely file a reply to an Office Action mailed January 4, 2004. The January 4, 
2004 Office Action, however, was never received at the law offices of Burgess & 
Bereznak, LLP. 

Within a day or so of receiving the Notice of Abandonment, the undersigned 
spoke with Mr. Falasco and told him that the January 4, 2004 Office Action had not 
been received by Applicant. Mr. Falasco apologized and said that he would discuss 
the matter with his supervisor. A copy of the January 4, 2004 Office Action was later 
faxed by the examiner to the undersigned on November 12, 2004. In a subsequent 
telephone conference with Primary Examiner Steven Resan, Mr. Resan indicated 
that because the mailing address on the Office Action was correct, he could do 
nothing, and the only recourse for Applicants would be to seek revival via petition. 

I believe that the reason why our law offices did not receive the January 4, 
2004 Office Action is because it was incorrectly mailed to a different address.
